of per{wading Our Snbjeds to raiſe Horſe , and to furniſh 
Money -upon pretence of a Guard for the Parliament, is in 
truth to imploy thoſeHorfe, Men and Money againſt Us, Ler 
the Reaſons of Our beliefe be never ſo ſtrong, and their Aci--: 
ons never ſo evident to compell all other men to beleeye fo 
too, The Lords and Commons do declare ( think what you 
will, and ſee what you can.)
